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! REMARKS 

Favomble reconsidemtiDn of this application is respectfully requested in view of the 
amendments above and the following remarks. Claims 1 -4, 6-22 and 24 arc pending of 
which claims 1, 14, 18 and 22 arc independent. Claims 5 and 23 are canceled herein. 

Claims 1-4 and 12-24 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102(a) as being anticipated by 
Arturo Crespo, Hector Chmaa-Malina ^Routing Indices For Peer-to-Peer Systems**. 

These rejections are respectfully traversed for the reasons stated below. 

Claims 5-1 1 were objected to as including allowable subject matter but being 
dependent on a rejected base claim. 

Claim Rejection Under 35 UJS.C 6102 

The test for determining if a reference anticipates a claim, for purposes of a rejection 
under 35 U.S.C § 102, is whether the reference discloses all the elements of the claimed 
combination, or the mechanical equivalents thereof functioning in substantially the same way 
to produce substantially the same results. As noted by the Court of Appeals for the Federal 
Circuit in Lindemann Mctschinenfabrick GmbH v. American Hoist and Derrick Co., 221 
USPQ 481, 485 (Fed. Cir, 1984), in evaluating the sufficiency of an anticipation rejection 

under 35 US.C § 1 02, the Court stated:

Anticipation requires the presence in a single prior art reference 
disclosure of each and every element of the claimed invention, 
arranged as in the claim. 

Therefore, if the cited reference does not disclose each and every clement of the 

claimed invention, then the cited reference ihils to anticipate the claimed invention and, thus, 

the claimed invention is distinguishable over the cited reference. 
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Claims 1-4 and 12-24 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(c) as being anticipated by 
Crcspoetal.
